For Positive Action

United States. On the other hand they 
are a rebuke to us for our failures. 


It is obvious this country is recog- 
nized as the most powerful, economically 
and politically, of the free nations. But 
there is a growing lack of respect for 
that power and the way it is being used. 
There is increasing contempt for Ameri- 
can leadership. 

Admittedly, the consequences of pow- 
er make it impossible to please all coun- 
tries all of the time. In protecting its 
own interests and that of the majority 
of nations allied with us, the United 


States is bound to incur dislike and 
criticism. 
It is, however, alarming that anti- 


Americanism is growing and in so many 
different areas of the world. The great 
admiration in which we were held in so 
many regions, the excitement with the 
ideals of freedom and democracy which 
sparked a worldwide revolution have 
somehow been lost in this practical ap- 
plication of leadership we've had to un- 
dertake. 

It is all right to blame it on the Com- 
munists. Some of the riots have been 
Communist-inspired. But it is no acci- 
dent that Moscow has moved into the 
picture in proportion to the vacuums left 
by our own withdrawals. In South Ameri- 
ca, for instance, Mr. Khrushchev shrewdly 
has launched an economic offensive at 
a time when growing protectionism in 


America is putting severe strain on the 
economies of many Latin American 
countries. 


There is a renewed hue and cry in 
Congress against foreign aid and for end- 
ing the reciprocal trade program alto- 
gether. At a time when the Soviet econ- 
omy is expanding and seeking markets 
and barter deals, the United States is 
moving toward negative measures to end 
its own recession. These moves are bound 
to make our own recession worse and to 
spread it to other countries. 

Our negative and defensive policies 
merely are serving Communist ends. If 
we fail to exercise the responsibilities of 
power in a positive way, the price we 
will pay will be staggering. 

Political and economic isolation is not 
the answer. As the great creditor nation 
of this century, our policies have a pro- 
found effect on the lives of millions out- 
side this country as well as on our own 
long-range fortunes, 

Instead of negativism and fear, the 
United States must accept its role real- 
istically and try to recoup its waning 
prestige. We’ve had ample warning.

Farm Bureau Looking 
Toward New Program 


The Georgia Farm Bureau Federation 
is considering launching a program of 
expanded services centered around the 
county level. 

Core of the proposal is the establish- 
ment of farm buréau offices in individual 
counties where membership participation 
is sufficient to warrant them 

The offices would have full-time per- 
sonnel to perform a variety of functions in 
behalf of farmers, such as making appli- 
cations for gas tax refunds; assisting 
with income tax returns; rendering no- 
tary and clerical services and providing 
help on several other matters. 

If the farm bureau decides to set up 
a self-insurance program for its members 
—a possibility that is being accorded 
serious thought— it, too, would be handled 
in the local offices. 

But with or without the insurance 
phase of operations, the county office 
plan not only would provide direct bene- 
fits to members at the grass roots level 
but would strengthen the effectiveness of 
the organization as a whole.

ters will decide June 12 whether to main- 


tain the status quo or increase dues from 
the present $5 per year in order to fi-

nance the additional services. Sentiment 
expressed so far at a series of meetings 
over the state indicates the majority are 
for the latter.

Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams 
continues unable to see eye-to-eye with 
the State Personnel Board on the work- 
ings of the merit system. 


Only: three weeks ago Mr. Williams 
was on the carpet because approximately 
500 employes of his department had not 
been brought under protection of the 
merit system. 


The gist of his weak excuse was that 
he had been too busy with other matters 
to bother with the paper work involved. 

Now comes a merit system discrep- 
ancy report listing more than 50 employes 
of the revenue department as being 
overpaid. 

“Ninety per cent wrong,” Mr. Wil- 
liams commented. 

These and other discrepancies between 
what merit system officials specify and 
Mr. Williams’ reactions to same certainly 
make it appear that the revenue depart- 
ment chief does, indeed, regard his do- 
main as an isle to itself, immune from 
regulations he doesn’t like and subject 
mainly to his own whims and fancies. 

This defiance of authority already has 
been allowed to go much too far. The 
personnel board or Gov. Griffin himself 
must determine once and for all whether 
T. V. Williams is to be permitted to twist 
the merit system into a farce or whether 
he, too, has the same responsibility as the 
other department heads to comply with 
the rules,

Stanley Frank Musial, of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, has made his 3,000th hit in a 
long and honorable baseball career. By 
now he may have started on toward the 
goal of 4,000, he being a handy man with 
the bat every time he goes to the plate. 

He joined four living members of what 
is a very exclusive club, and happily all 
were on hand to see him get the hit. Presi- 
dent of this club is Tyrus Raymond Cobb, 
“The Georgia Peach.” Cobb, who holds 
more records than any other player in 
the history of the game, ran up a total 
of 4,191 hits. Tris Speaker, who had 
3,515 safeties, Paul Waner with 3,152, 
and Napoleon Lajoie, 3,251, are the others. 

Baseball, for all its troubles, still holds 
a place in the hearts of millions of Ameri- 
Cans. 

Musial, the most popular player of our 
time, is a quiet citizen of good manners, 
good sense and sincerity.

ing the eighth grade and adding more sci- 


ence and language courses were discussed,

of incentive for serious learning. Surely 
something can be done to make scholar- 
ship more attractive instead of tolerating 
an atmosphere which puts a premium on 
mediocrity or less. 

Parents present Tuesday night indi- 
cated disapproval of slightly increased 
teacher work loads which increase the 
average to one for each 30 pupils. They 
also indieated dislike of the idea of elimi- 
nating kindergartens. 

Illustrated here are contradictions 
which exist in the public mind about 
education. All the things discussed will 
cost more money and yet eliminating some 


of the “frills,” such as kindergartens, is 


met with loud cries of disapproval. 

At any rate, the meetings are helpful.

In Making Cars Wider, More Dangerous? 


Larchmont, N.Y. — When two 
automobiles traveling at the com- 
paratively moderate speed of 30 
miles an hour meet in a side- 
swiping motion, the combined 
speed is 60 miles an hour and 
sudden death follows. 

It is amazing and depressing 
to learn that 1959 autos will be 
wider and longer. Unless I miss 
my guess, this is not going to 
expedite a recession of our re- 
cession. This is based on the 
common supposition that a busy 
Detroit helps to make a busy 
U.S.A. 

“‘We are giving the public what 
ft wants,” echo the maunfac- 
turers over and over again. Let 
them publish just one survey to 
prove that most people want cars 
too long and too wide to fit many 
home garages—or let them prove 
that consumers have clamored 
for simulated knives and spears 
sticking dangerously out of rear 
fenders. Do they believe for a 
moment that the public prefers 
headlamps with ‘umbrellas’ 
built around them to catch the 
wind—instead of repelling it? Is 
this their idea of streamlining? 

But most significant of all, 
don't the manufacturers of our 
cars realize that about 5 per cent 
of our auto crashes, resulting 
fatally, are caused by sideswip- 
ing? One cannot read the reports 
of the National Safety Council 
and come to any other conclu- 
sion. 

It is my studied opinion that 
Detroit is prone to forget that 
the vast majority of our roads 
are still two-way roads, many of 
them as narrow as they were 
many years ago,

Mr. Melton cites irregularities in other cities and counties 
of the state and he says that until they are investigated and made 
to pay, Baxley should not be made the ‘‘goat.”’ 


For the law-abiding people of 
Baxley and Appling County, we 
would like to thank Mr. Melton 
for the position he has _ taken, 
but as a citizen and taxpayer we 
think that those who have used 
the good name and offices of our 
beloved city to profit at the ex- 
pense of the city and state should 
be required to render an account- 
ing. 

We have stated before that oth- 
er cities and: counties in Georgia 
have profited illegally at the ex- 
pense of the state. We would like 
to correct this statement to this 
extent. Officials of other cities 
and counties have profited indi- 
vidually at the expense of the 
local governments they represent. 
And it is to those individuals who 
have violated their trusts as elect- 
ed officials to whom the state 
should turn for payment. 


It should not be overlooked that 
the City of Baxley paid contrac- 
tors on state contracts for work 
as approved by state engineers.

That there were no spontaneous 
demonstrations against the vice 
president: They were engineered 
by known Communists.

One of the most interesting 
phenomena in Washington politi- 
cal circles is the sharpness and 
depth of feeling about Richard 
Nixon.

House Armed Services 
crease presidential authority and 
several ways. 

The proposed budgetar y 
changes, mentioned in the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congress but 
not to be sent to Congress until 
next year, would give the secre- 
tary of defense more funds to be 
applied as he saw fit and would 
at the same time establish a new 
type of military budget that would 
be justified, not necessarily by 
services or specific projects, but 
by functions. 

These changes would weaken 
itemized and detailed congres- 
sional control over the purse 
strings, but on the other hand 
they would give the secretary of 
deiense greater financial flexibil- 
ity. A compromise or meeting of 
the minds between Congress and 
administration on _ this _ issue 
seems probable. 

Congress will certainly be pre- 
pared to grant the secretary of 
defense a gréater amount of em- 
ergency funds. But it is not likely 
to abandon its detailed project 
control over individual budget 
items, nor is the administration 


asking for such sweeping au- 
thority. 
The proposed reorganization 


bill would, however, concentrate 
other broad powers for change in 
the hands of the secretary of de- 
fense. 

A provision in existing law that 
the individual military depart- 
ments be “separately “ adminis- 


tered’”’ would be eliminated by the’ 


administration bill. More im- 
portant, the secretary of defense 
would be empowered to alter, 
merge or eliminate the combat-

would _in-

ant roles and missions of the 
services — now fixed in broad 
terms by law. 

If Congress should accept the 
administration bill as written, its 
constitutional responsibility to 
“provide for the common de- 
fense’’ would, therefore, be great- 
ly curtailed. Moreover, so much 
of the de facto control of the serv- 
ices would be centralized in the 
secretary of defense and in the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff that the congressional power 
to ‘make rules for the govern- 
ment and regulation of the land 
and naval forces’’ would be trans- 
ferred in some measure to the 
Executive Department. 

Compromise on the secretary's 
expanded power may be possible, 
if new grants of authority asked 
for in the present reorganization 
bill are hedged with specific safe- 
guards intended to preserve con- 
gressional prerogatives. 

The constitutional division be- 
tween executive and legislative 
branches of government of con- 
trol over the armed forces is one 
of the safeguards of democratic 
government. The unbalance, in 
Germany, between the executive 
power and the legislative power 
was basically more important 
than the German General Staff in 
the establishment of the German 
Army as a “‘state within a state.” 


The balance between presiden-_ 


tial (or executive) authority and 
legislative power is, therefore, a 


difficult but very real issue that. 


deserves the attention focused 
upon it by Vinson’s committee.

‘No Publie Works Charted 
In Slump Fight, Ike Says

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower virtually ruled out Wednes- 


day the use of additional public works as a cure for the recession. 


The President told his news con- 
ference that “with minor excep- 
tions,” new public works projects 
could not be developed in time to 
‘‘do anything for this present re- 
cession.” 

The President also conceded 
that a decision on the tax reduc- 
tion must be made “soon’’ be- 
cause legislation is required by 
June 30 to prevent automatic re- 
duction of corporation taxes and 
certain major excise taxes. But 
the President once again gave no 
hint of backing for a tax cut. 

It has become known that Sec- 
retary of Treasury Anderson. is 
willing to ‘‘give’’ a little on minor 
tax reduction to get the June 30 
extension bill through without a 
cut in income taxes. 

The secretary, as the President 
reminded reporters again Wed- 
nesday, is in close touch with the 
House leadership on taxes. It is 
understood he might be willing to 
accept some reduction in excises 
and small business tax relief, if 
the leadership urges such a 
course. 

The discussions have reportedly 
eentered on reductions in the ex- 
eise tax on automobiles, other con- 


sumer, durable goods and trans-’

portation. Some consideration has 
also been given to changing the 
tax laws relating to depreciation 
of business equipment, with an 
idea of stimulating the lagging 
capital goods sector of the 
economy. 


On the public works issue, the 
President said that in the case of 
new plans, “it will be two years 
before they will be actually in 
construction.” The projects that 
“will bring people to work,” he 
said, are mainly accelerations of 
projects already started or small 
projects, such as the up-stream 
agricultural conservation works. 

Later Wednesday the Federal 
Reserve Board reported that in- 
dustrial production fell another 
two index points in April—the 
same decline as March but less 
than the three-point average from 
November through February. 

The April figure was 126, sea- 
sonally adjusted, with the average 
of 1947-49 as 100. This was the 
eighth consecutive month of de- 
cline and brought the index to 
the lowest point since October of 
1954, when the economy was be- 
ginning to pull out of the 1953-54

Auto Prices 


WASHINGTON (#—The Senate 
passed a bill Wednesday night re-

Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) said 
the measure may help the auto- 
mobile industry out of its slump 
by ending “‘helter - skelter mer- 
chandising.”’

There is scarcely a dull mo- 
ment in dealing with dieters of 
assorted temperaments. Inter- 
spersed in the letters reporting 
successful losses and others la- 
menting failure to budge a 
pound, there is an occasional 
letter which gives this dietitian 
pause. A reader in Mississippi 
dashed off this note: 

“I think anyone who would 
fall for one of your slow-pokey 
“protective” diets is either 
crazy or plain lazy. Most any- 
one who really wants to reduce 
will follow a quick and very 
strict plan, whether there are 
many pounds to lose or just a 
few. By strict I mean less than 
50 calories per day. Why pro- 
long the agony of being fat? 


REPORT PROGRESS 


“IT need to lose about 70 
pounds and have just embarked 
on such a diet. I don’t think it 
will be too bad, and I know I 
can be successful. However, I 
shall report my progress to you 
in a few weeks and you'll see!’ 
Signed, A Reader. 


I believe this dieter in her 
haste stated 50 calories a day 
instead of 500. Nobody could 
subsist on 50 calories—not for 
long, anyway. 

That overweight is not alone 
in her desire to reduce in a 
hurry. Many folks get the no- 
tion they would rather go on 
quickie fare and have done with 
it. But such dieters are not real- 
ly the winners. Even if they 
succeed in taking off the pounds 
they promptly pile them right 
back on, and usually with com- 
pound interest. 


TRUE STORY 


Do you recall the true story 
of the two overweight women, 
both weighing 170 pounds, who 
went on reducing diets togeth- 
er? One followed a speedy type 
of faddy fare, the other chose 
the scientific ,plan of eating. 
Our scientific dieter reported 
that she now weighs a trim 125, 
while her friend, despite many 
diet attempts, still weighs 170. 

But even when you do re- 
duce on faddy fare, you lose 
out. Unfortunately, the results 
of foolish dieting .don’t show 
up right way. Not until later 
does it gradually dawn on you 
that you've lost your

MACON—Every reporter should have to cover a murder case 
now and then. It’s a good stiff reminder that you are a re- 
porter and not a pubtic relations expert, that your job is to get 
the facts and not to win any personal popularity contests. 


This can be a jolt to the system if you have fallen into the 
habit of writing only the steries everybody wants written. For 
months you go along interviewing and photographing people who 
are willing to give you information and pose for pictures. You 
become accustomed to friendliness, to helpfulness, to the smil- 
ing face, the outstretched hand—and I don’t mind saying it, you 
get a little soft. 


Then an awesome thing like the act of murder happens— 
and doors begin to slam in your face, people hide from you, 
hang up phones while you are trying to explain who you are 
and what you want, or answer you with fear and suspicion in 
their voices. 

When that first happened to me down here on the Anjette 
Lyles case I found myself reacting exactly as I did as a high 
school teen-ager working part-time on my first newspaper job. 
I was childishly hurt and bewildered. Why should they act ugly 
to me? I hadn’t done anything. All I wanted was information— 
their side of the story. 


After a few moments of smarting painfully, of course, you 
realize anew that murder is such a fearful thing, that the emo- 
tions involved are so sharp and primitive, that the best of 
friends are sometimes set against each other. How can they talk 
freely and openly of something that has plunged them into a 
morass of fear or grief? That old instinct for self-preservation 
rises up within them and they armour themselves against the 
world. 


A newspaper reporter represents that world, a curious, pry- 
ing, unsympathetic world. It’s perfectly natural to hang up 
phones, slam doors, turn off the lights and hide when the en- 
emy approaches. 

My weakness is that I never feel like the enemy. I always 
feel terribly sorry for people involved in a big-scope tragedy 
like this one, painfully aware that it could happen to me or to 
somebody I love. And I think most people feel the same. There 
are some who savour any bits of tragedy or scandal, chewing 
over them with relish, appetites avid for fresh tidbits of news. 

The thing about that kind of person is that he doesn’t need 
real information, true facts. He can have just as good a time 
with rumors. And if somebody doesn’t serve him a fresh rumor 
he'll cook up his own. 


There's something disarming about the truth. 


When people are open and frank about their part in a thing 
like this, they may not make their situation easy, they won't 
escape the inevitable consequences of loss or punishment. But 
they pick up friends they didn’t know they had. 


By now I know something about that vast, faceless public 
that I didn’t know when I was a teen-age reporter, timidly ap- 
proaching my first murder case. The more people understand, 
the more compassionate they are. 

All of us love to occupy the judgment seat but it’s less com- 
fortable when you know how. it was with the person before you. 
You can't avoid the sad, sad, truth in the classic line that begins, 
‘There but for the grace of God...”

Students in 5 European Nations 
Display Work in Arts Festival

Dappled in the sunlight of 
Piedmont Park’s Atlanta Arts 
Festival stands a cross-shaped 
cluster of display panels. 

Just one outward sign de- 
clares these panels to be dif- 
ferent: Flags multicolored as 
the paintings they herald flut- 
ter brightly in the breeze. 

There is one major differ- 
ence, though, between this part 
of the annual outdoor exhibit 
and the rest of the show: The 
21 painters whose works hang 


under the foreign flags live 
and work in five European 
countries. 


NEW FEATURE 

This conectzon of 28 paint- 
ings is one of the new features 
that distinguishes the fifth live- 
ly festival. 

Eight months ago Murray 
Eisner, this year’s exhibition 
chairman, started writing let- 
ters to Europe. He asked 
Graphis Press, which in 
Switzerland publishes the

world - famous magazine of 
graphic arts, to give its bless- 
ing to an original venture of 
Atlanta’s festival. 

Graphis agreed to cooperate, 
and sent a list of European art 
schools to Mr. Eisner. The local 
enthusiast dispatched letters to 
50 schools in 18 foreign coun- 
tries this side of the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

“SEND FIVE PAINTINGS” 

“Send five paintings,” he 
wrote each school, “from your 
students. We will display them 
for sale, take our usual 20 per 
cent to defray festival ex- 
penses, and send you the rest. 
Unsold paintings will be re- 
turned,” 

The schools responded in the 
languages of their countries. 
Laughed Mr. Eisner, “All I 
wanted was a yes or no answer, 
and I scrambled all over town 
to find translators.’’ Finally, 
seven schools in France, Switz- 
erland, Germany, Italy © and 
England agreed to crate and 
ship paintings at their own ex- 
pense. 

‘| think we were lucky to get 
this much response,”’ declared 
Mr. Eisner. He held up a sheaf 
of papers that rattled in the 
May breeze: “It took a moun- 
tain of paper work on both 
sides of the ocean. One of the 
German schools paid $35 to ship

its crate to Savannah, and we 
spent $6 to get it up here.” 

“The exhibit Is not Intended 
to infringe on the local cultural 
and civic interest of the festi- 
val,” he added, “‘and we could 
not have used more paintings 
than we got. We wanted to add 
some spectal flavor and give 
local artists an idea of what 
European students are doing.” 

He has the hope, too, that en- 
tries from abroad will help the 
local talent solve some _ prob- 
lems in technique and expres- 
sion. And besides, he added, 
the people of Europe will hear 
about Atlanta and realize that 
Americans are interested in 
cultural development. 

Mrs. Carlyn Fisher, one of 
the festivat’s energetic organiz- 
ers, helped straighten out de- 
tails of the exhibit. She re- 
called the French students last 
year who, touring the United 
States, heard about the festi- 
val before they left home and 
came through Atlanta to look. 


“TOO SMALL A SAMPLING” 


The Atlantans were reluctant 
to assign national flavor to the 
paintings. ““‘Too small a sam- 
pling,” explained Mr. Elsner, 
“and student work always re- 
flects the influence of the in- 
structor.” 

“As far as we know,”” he add- 
ed, “‘an exhibit like this has not 
been attempted in other city 
festivals. Next year we may 
try inviting artists in Iron Cur- 
tain countries to contribute, but 
we'll have to see how the public 
likes this display.” 

Incidentally, word of honor 
counts in this international re- 
-ationship. ““‘They’re just trust- 
ing us,’’ smiled Mr. Eisner, 
“to send pack their paintings 
or their money. Maybe they 
have some misgivings, but 
there’s no need to worry.”

According to the latest 
local reports, the berries are 


from 10 days to two weeks late, 
due to bad weather. At the pres- 
ent time, the peak of supply Is 
expected in about two weeks,

When buy- 
ing corn look for bright green 
husks which are a sign of fresh- 
ness. Dark brown silk at the 
end of the husk is a sign of 
well-filled kernels. 

KEEP IT COOL 

The secret of the corn is keep- 
ing it cool from the field to the 
fire, and packers take great 
pains to see that this is done. 
So if it is not to be used in your 
home immediately store in the 
refrigerator, leaving the husks 
on. Wrap corn in a damp cloth 
If husks 


ing, wrap in a moisture-proof 
paper to keep the kernels from 
drying out in the refrigerator.

The night was black, 
Charles Elliott he had his own lights on and was running his 
pair of outboard motors at about half throttle. He was, in fact, 
feeling his way through the darkness when a fisherman almcst 
under his bow, suddenly and without warning, put a powerful spot- 
light in his face. 

For a moment Sheron said he was so blinded that he had 
to feel for his controls. Before he could see again, he found 
them with his fingers, cut his motors and swung at an angle, 
hoping it was the right angle to avoid hitting the boat in front 
of him. He sat for a moment until the spots made by the blind- 
ing light lost some of their brilliance and he could locate the 
small craft on his starboard side, going away. 

There wasn't a light anywhere on the fishing boat. Since his 
own running lights were on, he was sure that the boatman had 
seen him coming down the lake. The guy had waited until Sheron 
was almost on him before he snapped the powerful beam at the 
craft plowing toward him, and almost caused an accident.

Collision an Ever-Present Danger 

Each year I hear of boats which collide in the darkness. A 
few people are drowned, and many come uncomfortably close to 
tragedy. With the increasing number of small craft that use our 
waters, especially on the weekends, there is an increasing danger, 
especially with the fishermen and pleasure boaters who return to 
the dock after nightfall. Many are without lights at all, others haul 
along only a flashlight which they scramble to find and use when 
they see or hear a cruiser or speed boat skimming toward them. 

Take it from me—that is dangerous business. It’s all right 
to poke around in night-time woods behind a coon dog. There, if 
vou happen to bump headlong into another coon hunter, no dam- 
age is done. But the possibility of having a cruiser cut you in | 
two on the water because he can’t see you, is for the birds. 

The remedy is simple. Keep a light burning on or in your boat 
at all times after dark. They don’t have to be expensive, or even 
powered by a storage battery. I’ve seen fellows with kerosene lan- 
terns on their bow, coming in after dark. Keep these away from

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Lots of Georgia Honey 


Georgia is one of the greatest honey-producing states, topped 
normally by California, Texas ‘of course), Florida, Minnesota and 
Ohio. There are more than 200,000 colonies of bees in Georgia. 

Some of Florida’s count laps over into Georgia and vice 
versa. Beekeepers move hives all the way from the orange 
blossom sections of our neighboring state to the sourwood sec- 
tions of the Georgia mountains. The bees don’t care. They just 
keep piling it in. 

Sometimes when you have an afternoon to spend in bee re- 
search you might try watching a hive. Explorer bees hunt for 
new blossoms, and when they find them, they come back and do 
a sort of dance for the other bees—no kidding—and off go thou- 
sands of workers to sip the nectar or gather the pollen. 


Bees Act on Instinct 


Beekeepers have to cooperate with the bees. The bees are 
creatures of pure instinct, and the beekeeper can’t really teach 
them anything, so he has to make his honey production fit the 
intricate society the bees started milleniums ago. If he tampers 
with the routine—he has lost a hive. 

Bees know all about air conditioning and have an exact 
temperature sense. When winter approaches and the tempera- 
ture in a hive drops to exactly 57 degrees Fahrenheit, the bees 
cluster in the center of the hive in two groups. The inside group 
creates heat by body motion and the outside “‘cone”’ of bees in- 
sulates the workers, causing the temperature to rise. When the 
temperature gets up to exactly 94 degrees, the instinctive ther- 
mostat in the bees gives a signal, and bees on top of the pile
